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Applicant's arguments filed on 1/7/08 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The examiner respectfully disagrees with 
applicant's arguments as the applied referenece(s) provide more than adequate support. 

Regarding applicant's arguments of claims 1,11, and 15. In Claim 1, applicant argues that the "a monitoring module configured to 
monitor a plurality of existing storage resources corresponding to a client, one fo the plurality of existing storage resources designated as 
a model storage". Claim 1 also recites "a provisioning module configured to a provison a new storage resource for the client according to 
the modeling policy, the new storage resource modeled after the model storage resource". The reference Gajjar et al clearly discloses 
monitoring of storage devices in [0020], [0023]. And as for using existing storage resource as a model storage, Gajjar et al clearly 
discloses in [0037]. It clearly shows on Gajjar et al monitors storage resources and models new storage based on existing storage along 
with storage profiles (for example - which can be used over and over, to re-create new storage model based on existing storage model) 

The arguments above are valid for claims 1 1 , and 15 respectively, as the subject matter is same as for claim 1 

As for claims 3-6, 9, 14, 17-20, and 22, applicant argues that Gajjar et al does not disclose the storage location, a storage server, a 
storage pool, or a model group. Gajjar et al clearly shows the storage pool, storage server, location for example in [0021H0029] 
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
